TO ALL ILLINOIS ..CENTRAL SYSTEM SHOPMEN: 


On June 14th I addressed a communication to you in which I appealed to you to 


cast your vote against the proposed strike. Since that tinv the strike has been called 
by your leaders, and some of you have left your positions, while others have re- 
mained pteadfast. 
I feel that the time has arrived when I should make clear to 


those of you who have left your positions, is well as those of you who have remained, 
the position of tire Illinois Central System with reference to this entire matter. 


In my letter to you of June 14th I enumerated the three things which your 


leaders proposed to have you strike against, namely: (1) contracting of shop plants 
to outsiders; (2) the order of the United States Railroad Labor Board relating to 
rules and working conditions, and (3) the.order of the United States Railroad Laoor 
Board establishing rates of pay effective July 1. 


Tha question of contracting shops to outsiders is not a part of the" controversy 


as far as you and the management of the Illinois Central System are concerned, be- 
cause this railway system has not contracted any of its shops to outsiders. Ihe 
qutstione involved in the matter of rules and working conditions and the order es- 
tablishing rates of pay effective July 1 are the only ones at issue. They are not 
questions between you and the Illinois Central System management. They were de- 
cided by the United States Railroad Labor Board and those cf you who are out on 
strike are striking against lawful decisions of a branch of the United States govern- 
ment. 


It goes without saying that the public welfare cannot permit the revocation of 


a decision of a governmental agency under a threat of the use of force. No patriotic 
citizen would expect such a thing to be done, or would have it done. We 'believe that 
we have the best government in the world, but you will all agree with me that it 
would pot long so remain if its institutions could be overridden and set aside in the 
manner sought by those who are contending against the lawful decisions of the Unit- 
ed States Railroad Labor Board. 


The management of the Illinois Central System believes that those of you who 


are out on strike have bsen misled. It bears no feeling of hostility toward those who 
left its service. To those who have rem lined loyal it acknowledges a debt of grati- 
tude 
It fe'ils that it has a valuable asset in its old employes, and it is eager to hold 


them together. 
It believes that, if those of you who are out will calmly analyze the 


issues upon which you- are striking, your better judgment will assert itself and you 
will return to your positions. I sincerely invite you to return. . Moreover, I earnestly 
advise you to pursue that course. 


Those who report for duty not later than 11:59 P. WL Monday, July 17, 1922, 


may do »o with the resumption offull seniority and pension rights and will be treat- 
ei as if their services had 'been continuous. Those returning after that time, if ac- 
cepted, will rank as new employes.

Kenosha Corporations

OR several years, the people of Keno- 
sha have been regaled,- by stalwart 


political leaders and its evening news- 
paper, with the argument that the peo- 
ple of Kenosha were paying high taxes 
because of "the commissions and ex- 
travagance in state government at Mad- 
ison". 
Those who gave voice to these 


statements knew that they were not 
true, but they served the purpose of. 
drawing attention away from the tax 
dodgers and the real causes of high taxes.

N his speech at Kenosha Monday night, 


Gov. Blaine gave out some figures that 


ought to bring home to the people of 
Kenosha the real significance to the aver- 
age taxpayer of the consequences of 
lightening the burdens of the rich and 
placing them on the poor. 


The governor gave in detail 'and by 


name, five Kenosha corporations that 
made out income tax reports in the last 
three years that were short under the 
law by a sum approximating $250,000. 


The importance of this statement to 


the small property owner in Kenosha be- 
comes evident when it is recalled that 
70 i/3r cent of the income taxes collected 
ir the city of Kenosha go back to the city 
of Kenosha and 20 per cent go to the 
county of Kenosha. In other words, 90 
per cent of the $250,000 obtained from 
five Kenosha corporations through the 
audit of the tax commission goes back to 
the city of Kenosha and Kenosha county. 


What do these figures mean to Keno- 


sha citizens ? They mean this:'the $250,- 
000, which the five corporations would 
have escaped paying had it not been for 
the tax commission audit, would have 
been placed on the shoulders of the gen- 
eral property owners in Kenosha. As 
the governor points out: "The amount 
withheld from the city would have paid 
all of the expenses of the general gov- 
ernment of Kenosha for two and one- 
half years. It would have paid its ex- 
penditures for highways and bridges for 
one year with a surplus of $25,000. The 
amount withheld is one-sixth of the en- 
tire total city tax for the year 1920." 


Is there any wonder, then, why the 


legislative corridors are infested with the 
lobbyists for big business, when it is 
proposed to remove the secrecy from in- 
come tax returns and to provide the tax 
commission with ample funds to make 
audits ? •'

HE standpat newspapers of the state, 


among them the Kenosha News, 


sought to create, opinion against the 
special session of the legislature by say- 
ing that it was a needless expenditure of 
public funds. 
The special session cost 


$8,000. 
As a result of legislation en- 


ailing the tax commission to make these 
audits, over $200,000 will be returned to 
the city and county of Kenosha to lighten 
the tax burdens there. 


The figures revealed by the governor 


at Kenosha are astounding. 
When the 


people realize that we have had .legisla- 
tures for several sessions that have been 
more interested in removing tax bur- 
dens from the rich than they have been 
in obtaining justice for the small tax- 
payer, perhaps a legislature will be elect- 
ed in Wisconsin that will be responsive 
to the interests of the many rather than 
to t^ose of the few.

CHARLES F. MURPHY 


"Boss" Charles F. Murphy, one of the most 


noted political figures in the United States, is 
nearing the twentieth anniversary of his reign 
as "boss" of Tammany Hall. 


In his carder as leader he 


has been credited with nom- 
inating 
ten 
governors of 


New York State and electing 
six 
mayors of New 
York 


City. That he .was the nfan 
who was mainly responsible 
for the nomination of James 
M. Cox 
for1 president two 


years ago is generally con- 
ceded. 


Murphy has continued to 


rufe New York despite the 
individual and collective ef- 
forts 
Qf Republicani Fusion- 


ifts, Coalitionists, Independent Democrats, Cit- 
izen's Union and other organizations built as 
conditions arose in hopeless attempts .to end 
his reign. 


The late Richard Croker retired as leader of 


Tammany in January, 1902. Lewis Nixon suc- 
ceeded Croker but served only until May, that 
year. Then Murphy, ten years in the political 
game, Daniel F. McMahon, then chairman of 
the Tammany executive committee, and-Louis 
F. Haft'en, formed a commission to guide the 
party.

This triumvirate failed to sanction satisfac- 


torily and Murphy was voted into full power as 
chief of Tammany four months later, Septem- 
ber 20. 


Murphy first attracted notice in state poli- 


tics when he nominated Bird S: Coler, now wel- 
fare commissioner under Mayor Hylan.of Now 
York, for governor in 1902. Murphy announced 
boldly that Coler would carry greater New 
York by 120,000, His majority went to 120,000. 
He was not elected, however. 


Murphy's gentle manner gives new acquaint- 


ances with set ideas of political bosses a sur- 
prise. He is .wealthy ar.d spends most of his 
leisure time on the nine-hole golf course on his 
estate "Good Ground," near New York.

World's Greatest Engine 
Big Lutheran Meet 


Michigan 
Centra* 
locomotive "No. 8,000," 


built in secret at Li^ia, Ohio, and described by 
company officials as being the most remarkable 
engine yet created, has been placed in freight 
service between Detroit and Toledo. The loco- 
motive, according«»to the company, is the first 
of a large number o^£ engines of this type ex- 
pected to be in the service within the next-few 
years and that are expected to revolutionize, to 
a certain degree, the carrying of frefght. 


It is believed the new type will deliver more 


tractive-power for each pound of coal burned 
than any other engine yet created, that it will 
prove more powerful for its weight than any 
other, and that by use of mechanical improve-' 
ments automatically eliminating all heavy man- 
ual labor on the part-of engineer and fireman, 
safety of operation will be enhanced. 


In outer appearance the engine has several 


curious features. At the front, atop the boiler 
and ahead of the smokestack, is carried the feed 
water heater and throttle, the latter admitting 
the steam from the super-heater to the cylin- 
ders. Leading to the super-heater is a twelve- 
foot "dry pipe" from the center steam dome, 
this being the first time such transmission has 
been carried outside the boiler. 


A "double refractory" brick arch has been 


built in the firebox, a new feature calculated 
to so aid combustion as 'to give the maximum 
of heat units from the fuel. The water for the 
boiler is heated by the exhaust steam and all 
water formed from condensation is returned to 
the tender. 


What is described as an. entirely new and 


original type of super-heater, calculated to give 
a higher degree.of super-heat to the steam than 
ever before attained, is a part of the engine's 
eo^ipment.' Super-heated steam furnishes the 
power for operation of the air pump, the turbo 
generator for electric light current, the feed 
water pump, injectoft and automatic stoker. 
Even shaking of the grates is done by this 
super-heated .steam power. Pressing of a push 
button blows the whistle or starts the bell ring- 
ing. 
The "precision power reverse gear," in- 


troduced for the first time, it is said, permits 
the driver to reverse by power. 


The engineer faces instruments constituting 


what resembles the control board of a big power 
'plant/and from his seat can reach any of the 
necessary controls without risijrg. 
This, it is 


held, leaves the engineer and fireman free for 
constant observation. 


The tractive powcr^ of 
the 
locomotive is 


63,500 pounds: 
By 
means of a "locomotive 


booster" this tractive power is increased 11,000 
pounds. Despite the new features, the engine 
weighs 334,000 pounds, a height described' as 
well within the""specifications for roadbed and 
bridge safety.
